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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 and 6-21, renumbered as 1-20 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP §21 1 1 .01 , none of the 
references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations specified in independent claims, including an invention of a computer 
program operative to present questions for interrogating a user and generating a result 
based upon the user's interrogatory answers. 

Specifically, independent claims 1, 10 and 19, renumbered as 1, 9 and 18, 
disclose a database comprising a plurality of predefined questions and associated, 
predefined answers ... organized in a predefined relationship ... define a plurality of 
possible logical interrogatory paths through the database, ... selection of any one of the 
plurality of possible logical paths is user-dependent; . . . navigate one of the plurality of 
possible logical interrogatory paths defined by the relationship ... as dictated by a user's 
answers to the questions presented at the user interface. 

The examiner was not able to particularly find the limitation of ... to navigate one 
of the plurality of possible logical interrogatory paths defined by the relationship 
between the pre-designated starting question and the one or more ending questions as 
dictated by a user's answers to the questions presented at the user interface; in any of 
the prior art. 
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The invention is considered statutory because the computer program has been 
tied to a database and an engine and interface that is operative to present questions 
through a logical interrogatory path. A practical application of the invention would be in 
a medical database or an insurance industry (as defined on page 2, paragraph 2).
